AS eee is the sole head ofa 

family, or any male over 18 years 
old, may homestead a quartr-section ot 
available Dominion land ja Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan or Alberta. /The applicant 
must appear in person at the Dominion 
Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for the dis- 
trict, Entry by proxy may be made at 
any agency, oa certain conditions, by fath- 
ér, mother, son, daughter, brother or sis- 
ter of intending homesteader. 

Duties—Six months’ residence upon and 
gyitivetios of the land in each of three 
years. A homesteader may live within 
nine miles of his homestead on a farm at 
at least 80 acres solely owned and o¢cupir 
ed by him or by bis father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister, 

In certain districts' a home-steader in 
geod standing ag Fy pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside mestead. Price

“Trick"’ Exam, Papers. 


The returns just issued by. the 
Department of Education of AI- 
berta giving the list of the suc. 
cessful candidates in the entrance 
examinations to the High School, 
“indicate that a large percentage of 
the writers in these examinations 
passed. Especially is this the 
ease in Oalgary where the perceu- 
tage of those who passed in the 
various schools ruus. from 86. to 
97.7 per cent. The fact that so 
many candidates were successful 
at these examinations speaks well 
for the educational system of the 
province—for the- officials of the 
department and for the teachers. 
We have good school teachers in 
Alberta because good salaries are 
paid and the cream of the -teach- 
ing talent of the east is thus at- 
tracted to the west, but that fact 
would not be sufficient in itself to 
accovnt for the exbvellent showing 
of the candidates. The general 
system must be sound; there must 
be a comprehensive ourrioulum 
and fair examinations. That we 
have this ourriculum and these 
examinations is the opinion of the 
edncationists who are qualified to 
speak converning them.
